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COUNCIL ACTS DELICATELY 


The city council displayed a delicate touch recently when 
dealing with a delicate question. 

So delicate did the commissioners handle the recommen- 
dation of rezoning lots adjacent to South Main from Ave. E 
to the city limits that the question was left to wander to the 
most convenient conclusion. 

Rezoning of the section was recommended by the city 
planning board some time ago as being advantageous and neces- 
sary for city growth and progress. 

Following presentation of the recommendation, several 
prominent land owners in the affected area who own resi- 
dences there, strenously objected to it before the city com- 
mission. Commissioners dropped it like a hot potato for a month 
perhaps believing that by sticking their heads in the ground 
ostrich fashion the dissension would disappear. But the troubled 
waters did not calm and dissatisfaction ran rampant. 

Time came when the issue had to be settled, arid the same 
force appeared before the council again scrutinizing proceed- 
ings. City commissioners, several against their judgement, 
voted the recommendation down. 

At the last commission meeting, the planning board voiced 
strong objections to the move taken and suggested that council 
members request their resignations if they intend to reject 
their recommendations without offering reasons for doing so. 

The council was in warning waters again. Commissioners 
read the letter and started passing the buck among themselves 
and bickering over who was to sign the letter in explanation 
to the planning board. 

The board secretary pointed out that at the planning board 
hearings on the proposed action, when discussion is supposed to 
be aired, the faction favoring rezoning of the area was far 
in the majority. 

But the council had only heard the side which appeared 
before them opposing the action. 

Commissioners with surprise learned they had rendered 
a minority decision and were sorry about it. But instead of 
reopening the issue for considagation in the light of new facts, 
they dropped it deciding to let it be in order to avoid more 
trouble. They maintained that since both sides have threaten- 
ed legal settlement of the question, the courts might as well 
make the decision. 

They have written a letter to the planning board to the 
effect that they are sorry for the confusion which has oc- 
curred. They did ask that in the future testimony or minutes 
of the hearings be sent with the recommendation. This is a 
logical move in the right direction. Overall the council handled 
the matter very delicately.

R. D. Hill, District 
Manager of the Florida Power and Light Co., роіпіеё оці that 
ordinary string or twine can pick up enough moisture from 
the atmosphere to conduct electricity, and that any fishing line 
із apt to be saturated with salt, which is also a conductor of 
electricity. Copper wire, used for a kite string is almost cer- 
tain death, he said, if it should hit a power line. 

3. Don’t climb poles or trees to recover a snagged kite, 
you may fall and break a leg. 

So let's be careful kids. Find yourself a good safe place 
and get those kites up there. Have fun

VETERANS INFORMATION

Attention Veterans! А зес- 
ond Special National Service 
Life Insurance Dividend total- 
ling $685,000,000 to the hold- 
ers of some eight million poli- 
cies has been announced by 
the Veterans Administration. 

Dividends will be calculated 
through the anniversary date 
of the policy in 1951 and pay- 
ment will follow а general 
schedule over the period of one 
year. The first checks will be 
ready in” April. 

Veterans are urged not to 
write regarding the second 
dividend, since correspondence 
will cause removal of the file 
from the production lines and 
delay payment. 

The payments will cover a 
three-year period, from 1948 to 
1951. Policies held in force for 
a total of three months or more 
during this period will be eli- 
gible for dividends. This ap- 
plies both, to term and perma- 
nent plan policies, including 
those which have lapsed or 
were terminated by death of 
the insured. 

The amount of dividend 
earned by each policy will vary 
according to the number of 
months it was in force, the plan 
of insurance, face value of the 
policy and the age of the in- 
sured at the time it became ef- 
fective. Rates have not been 
announced. 

The first special dividend of 
$2.8 billion, payment of which 


now is virtually completed, 


jcovered the period each policy 


was in force up to its anniver- 
sary date in 1948. The second 
dividend will be for the num- 
ber of months in force from 
that date to the corresponding 


jdate in 1951 


Of the more than 16 million 
policies involved in the first 
special dividend payment, only 
40,000 for which application 
has been filed remain to be 
paid. These require special 
handling. This is a vast reduc-: 
tion from the approximately 
400,000 of these cases requiring

Inoculation dgainst typhoid 
and tetanus is an “excellent 
idea” from. the standpoint of 
Civil -Defense preparedness, 
says Dr, L. L. Parks of the 
Florida State ‘Board of Health. 

Dr. Parks, director of the 
state health agency’s Bureau 
of Preventable diseases, added 
that the immunization method 
is‘simple, relatively painless in 
most cases and provided good 
protection. 

“We advise everyone to check 
and see how long it was since 
they were last inoculated,” he 
stated. “We advise a booster 
shot against typhoid each year 
after the initial series of three 
injections have been given.

NATION AGAIN ASKING 
FARMS FOR FULLEST 
POSSIBLE PRODUCTION 


The country inay not be 
jumping out of the frying pan 
into the fire, but it certainly 
is going quickly from one emer- 
gency into another. Farms 
throughout the country were 
called on, and gave, fullest pos- 
sible production of crops and 
animal products one year after 
another during World War П 
and the adjustment years 
which immediately followed. 
Farmers anticipated a period of 
slackened pace for themselves 
and their farms. 

But the rest period has. been 
of short duration. The mobili- 
zation emergency again has re- 
sulted in the call for full pro- 
duction. In announcing acreage 
guides early this month, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Brannan 
called for the maximum pos- 
sible increases in corn and 
wheat—his goal asks nearly a 
7 percent increase in corn 
acreage. Last fall he had re- 
quested a 53 percent increase 
in cotton acreage. And the Sec- 
retary says even larger plant- 
ings of grain could be used if 
this did not mean that other 
crop plantings would be unduly 
reduced. 

While the Department of 
Agriculture did not announce 
goals for livestock production 
at the same time it released its 
crop, goals, the Secretary said 
it is important that livestock 
production be continued at high 
levels. He suggested that farm- 
ers make their plans with close 
attention to available feed sup-

The Apache Geronimo was 
not a chief, but a medicine man 
and prophet who rose to power 
by force of intellect and a 
burning desire for venegance. 
The camps, women and chil- 
dren of his group had been de- 
stroyed by marauding Mexi- 
cans while there was peace be- 
tween the Indian tribes and 
Mexico. Geronimo led a series 
of punitive attacks on the 
Mexicans, which seem to have 
carried over against the people 
of New Mexico and Arizona. 
This period of terror lasted for 
10 years, 

Finally the surrender of the 
tribes was agreed on. Geronimo 
and 16 of his braves were con- 
fined to Fort Pickens, but in 
seeming violation of the treaty 
of surrender, their wives and 
children were confined in Fort 


Marion. Geronimo's second wife 
died in Pensacola while he still 
was in prison. Geronimo mean- 
time Was moved from Fort 
Pickens to Fort Sill, where he 
died in 1909. Ы 

Fort Pickens was one of ће 
Union strongholds during the 
Civil war. It was never cap- 
tured by the Confederates, and 
from it the Union guns sealed 
off Pensacola bay. Рогі Pick- 
ens and some 1,600 acres has 
recently been acquired as a 
State park, and will be devel- 
oped as such.
